Community Club to 
Form Training 
Classes for Nurses 



At the May '4 meeting of the Oom- 
munityClub, Miss A. Rogers, of the 
Bed Cross Teaching' Center of Phila- 
delphia, spoke of the desirability of or- 
ganizing in Narberth classes in Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick. 

The purpose of the course is to teach 
the elementary principles of household 
sanitation and home nursing. The in- 
fluenza epidemic has proven to the 
women of this country their need of or 
a more adequate knowledge of nursing 
procedure, so that they may be better 
fitted to safeguard their homes against 
contagion and to nurse members of 
their family in time of minor illness. 
It is also proposed to train and organ- 
ize a corps of nurses' aids, to be used 
in time of epidemics and disasters. 
"When organized, the members of this 
valuable body of women will meet at 
intervals for further instruction along 
the line of nursing. 

The course consists of fifteen lessons 
of one and a half hours' duration. 

These classes of twenty members each 
will meet twice weekly in a central lo- 
cation and nn instructor will be de- 
tailed from the Red Cross Teaching 
Center of Philadelphia. 

The cost will be $2.50 per member 
for the course of fifteen lessons, includ- 
ing text-"book. 

One class of twenty members has al- 
ready been enrolled and it is to be 
hoped that other classes can lie formed 
at an early date. 

The course is open to all the women 
of Narborth and girls from fourteen 
years of age up.

Editorial 



Those who are interested in a War 
Memorial for A'arberth may be inter- 
ested in the following letter which ap- 
peared in the Boston Herald from Mr. 
Morris Gray, President of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, in connection 
with a discussion of "Memorials Fit- 
ting to the Spirit ' ': 

"1 read willi much interest in the 
Herald of last .Sunday the article' on 
the neglected condition of Webster's 
grave and the ingratitude of Massa- 
chusetts; and 1 wish to say a few 
words of my own recent visit there. 

"On a beautiful morning late in Oc- 
tober I motored frum my home in 
Chestnut Hill to Marshiield in order 
that 1 might stand once again before 
the grave of Webster. At the end of 
the run 1 dftive along a narrow anil 
little-traveled road and presently came 
to a grass-grown cartpatb leading east- 
ward to a knoll Unit high and alone 
jutted out into the marshes. Ami a few 
minutes later I walked up the slope 
and stood bareheaded before the grave. 
It is situated at the back of the one 
fenced-off lot in the old burial ground 
of the Winslow family. It is marked 
by a rough-hewn granite stone support- 
ing a white marble slab, roughened and 
dulled by time, carrying the single 
words 'Daniel Webster.' It faces the 
marshes, the sand dimes, the sea — and 
tho dawn. Tt has a silence that seems 
as though it were broken only by the 
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rare footfall on the cartpatb. below of 
some passing toiler of tho sea or of 
the land. And it has the solemnity and 
simplicity and peace so extraordinar- 
ily lifting for the final resting place of 
that great, tragic personality. 

"1 thanked whatever gods there are 
that men had not instituted a drive to 
raise the money to build a boulevard 
and to establish a trolley system so 
that the trippers of a summer holiday 
could swarm over the plaee with their 
raucous and hysterical laughter and 
strew over it the eggshells and slovenly 
papers of their luncheon. I was glad 
that men had not converted the beauti- 
ful and fitting spirit of the place into 
the horror of that vulgarity which is 
born of the inappropriate; that they 
had left it uusmirched to be sought and 
found by those who approach it in tho 
spirit that he himself would perforce 
have liked. 

"Carlyle and a friend were walking 
a street in London many years ago, 
and suddenly Carlyle gripped his 
friend's arm and said, 'Who is that 
man that passed?' And the friend re- 
plied, 'That is Daniel Webster, of 
Massachusetts.' And Carlyle said, 'He 
looks like a walking cathedral.' And 
we who never saw Webster yet have 
looked perhaps into the eyes that look 
out of his portrait by Ames; we under- 
stand with what admiration and even 
more with what love our forebears 
looked upon him — looked upon the man 
of whom Joseph Clioate once said in 
my presence — T quote not exactly: 'He 
forged the sword that gave victory to 
the North.' 

"In these days when men pride them- 
selves upon the lavish generosity which 
erects memorials often ostentatious and 
vulgar, in these days when men wot 
not, of the spirit and, above all. of the 
things that are fitting to the spirit, let 
us be grateful for the ingratitude of 
the republic that has left Webster en- 
shrined in the austerity, the loveliness 
and the peace of the land that he lov- 
ed."

King-of -Prussia Follows Oothers in Clos- 
ing Doors. 

The historic King-of-Priissia Inn, one 
of the oldest hotels in the State and 
licensed before the American Revolu- 
tion, lias passed into history as a hotel. 
The old inn is being transformed into a 
dwelling house. The passing of this 
ancient madhouse marks the closing of 
tiio third hotel on the Gulf road, or 
William Penn Highway within a few 
years, namely, the Green Tree Hotel in 
Lower Mcrion not far distant from Gulf i 
Mills; the Binl-iii-ll.-ind Hotel at Gulf ! 
Mills, and the King-of-l'russia Inn at 
King-of-Trussia. All of them are old 
landmarks with the exception of the 
former, it having been erected by Reu- 
ben Smith, to bear the name of the 
primitive hotel, n century old structure 
that was razed. Aloft in front of the 
King-of-Prussia hotel for many years 
was a small antiquated sign represent- 
ing' the King of Prussia mounted on 
horseback. After war broke mil with 
Germany the sign was removed and 
the name nf the hotel changed to Yc 
Old Kind Inn. For many years this 
hotel was owned and conducted by the 
Hoy family, .lames "B. TToy, and after- 
wards bv his wife, Madeline. During 
their regime the hostelry became noted 
for its cuisine department and for the 
many events in fox himlins sport that 
were held there. The King-of-Frussia 
Hotel is located at a very prominent 
business centre, that is where five roads, 
all extensively traveled, converge to- 
gether. Fox hunters and motorists will 
ever remember the hospitality that was 
accorded at the old TCinc-of -Prussia Tun. 
.••ml travelers in general in the wintPT 
time will miss the warmth of its roar- 
ing fires and sociable environments. 

Alexander II. Crockett, who was the 
last proprietor of the King-of-Prussia 
Inn, has engaged in the real estate busi- 
ness. Charles D. McAvoy is the owner 
of the above-named inn. 

One of the inns in Lower Morion 
which passed into history many years 
ago was what was known as the Farm- 
ers' and Drovers' Hotel, located on the 
Walker farm not far distant from tho 
Gulf Christian Church, and now oc- 
cupied as a dwelling by Robert Adams.

CAMP BAKING. 

"But if you are really enthusiastic 
camp cooks you will want to do more 
or less camp baking," writes The Cave 
Scout in Boys' Life, the Boy Scout mag- 
azine, for May. "The commonest way 
is by the use of the rellector oven. 
.Most of you know how this oven works. 
The dough is mixed and placed in the 
oven, which is then propped up at an 
angle so the heat from the fire will 
strike against it. If you haven't a reg- 
ular reflector oven an old dripping pan 
will do as well. Many old veteran 
woodsmen use their frying puns for this 
purpose, baking their bannocks to a 
turn. 

"Here's a scheme the Cave Scout 
saw worked out by an old Si wash In- 
dian squaw out on the Pacific Coast. 
Near her cooking fire she banked up 
a heap of sand where it would catch 
the heat. She mixed her dough rather 
thick, dusted it rather liberally with 
dry flour and placed the loaf on the 
sand. It baked perfectly and the few 
grains of sand that stuck to it brushed 
off without any trouble. 

".Maybe some of you will even feel 
like tackling a clay bake oven. The 
Caver Scout has seen them do exclleut 
work. Select a bank of clay as pure as 
you can lind — the less sand or loam in 
it the belter. Select a stake several 
feet long and peel oil' the bark. Drive 
this stake into the clay bank as deep 
as you expect the floor of the oven to 
be. Then on the downhill side from the 
stake, start digging into the bank. Dig 
back to the stake, keeping the opening 
as small as possible ami forming an 
arched roof and a llat tloor. Remove 
the stake and the hole it leaves will 
form the flue. If the clay is dry and 
shows a tendency to crumble, wet it 
slightly and plaster it smooth. When 
the excavation is completed build a 
small lire in the oven to harden the 
clay. If it cracks too badly plaster it 
again and again 'fire' if. 

"To bake in such an oven, build a 
lire inside it and keep it going for an 
hour and a half or two hours. Then 
rake out the coals and ashes, put in the 
biscuits or bread, and plug up the door 
and flue to keep the heat from escaping. 
The heat in the clay will be sufficient 
to bake biscuits, or gems, which do not 
require long baking."

FACTS WHICH EVERY MOTORIST 
SHOULD KNOW. 



Services Sunday, Mav 9, 1920: 



Many changes having been made in 
the Motor Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania at the 1919 Legisla- 
tive Session, it is deemed advisable to 
bring to the attention of the motoring 
public the salient points in which they 
would be most vitally interested. 

All motor vehicles must be register- 
ed with the State Highway Department 
before their operation on public, high- 
ways; non-residents may operate ve- 
hicles in Pennsylvania for the same 
period of time granted by their State 
to residents of Pennsylvania, but such 
exemption shall not apply to commer- 
cial vehicles owned by foreign corpora- 
tions or individuals used in this State 
more frequently than one (1) round 
trip in any one week nor to the operat- 
ors thereof. 

Application for registration In be 
made upon blank forms prepared and 
furnished by the State Highway De- 
partment; no other forms acceptable. 
Application for registration of motor 
vehicle docs not carry with it right of 
owner to operate unless accompanied 
by application for operator's license. 
Operator's license upon application is- 
sued to owners free: all others, $1.00. 

To insure prompt delivery of license, 
make correct answers to all questions 
in application. Remit proper fee. Do 
not guess your manufacturer's or motor 
number. If in doubt, see the loeal 
dealer for your vehicle who can in form 
you where these numbers are to be 
found. Do not guess the horse power, 
but use the formula given in the law. 
Pleasure motor vehicles are registered 
according to exact horse power, the 
State Highway Department taking the 
fractional part of a horse power in all 
cases. The accepted horse power for 
the registration of motor vehicles pro- 
pelled by steam or electricity shall be 
that given and certified to by the man- 
ufacturer. 

Requirements of Operator. 

Licensed operator must be sixteen 
(Pi) years of age or over and paid 
driver must be eighteen (16) years of 
age or over; they must have had at 
least live (5) days' experience in tne 
operation of a motor vehicle, and must 
not be physically and mentally incapac- 
itated. Any person who has lost the 
use of one hand or both, or who has 
lost the use of both feet, or whose eye- 
sight is so impaired that with the aid 
of glasses he cannot distinguish sub- 
stantial objects clearly at a distance 
of one hundred and fifty (15(1) feet, or 
who shall have less than twenty (20) 
per centum of normal vision, or who 
have less than two (2) per centum of 
normal hearing, shall be considered 
physically incapacitated, and cannot be 
licensed to operate a motor vehicle. 
Physical or mental incapacitation does 
not prevent the registration of a motor 
vehicle by an owner. Special permits 
to be issued upon application to those 
having lost the use of one hand only, 
upon receipt of evidence or demonstra- 
tion showing that applicant has had 
sufficient experience in the operation 
of a motor vehicle. 

Any person Operating his or her em- 
ployer's motor vehicle at any time shall 
be termed a paid driver. 

All certificates of license are not 
valid until signed by licensee or 
licensees. 

Learner's Permits issued to persons 
over sixteen (16) years of age to oper- 
ate motor vehicles arc for a period of 
thirty (30) days, but shall be valid 
only when learner is accompanied by a 
licensed operator. 

Heavy penalty for misstatement of 
facts in application. Registration plates 
must be rigidly attached, one on the

front, the other on the rear of motor 
vehicle. They shall be parallel to the 
axles, shall not be underneath any part 
of the body more than twelve (12) 
inches from the rear end thereof, shall 
not be covered, obscured, bent, altered 
or defaced, in any manner, and the 
lower edge of the rear plate shall be 
not less than fifteen (15) inches above 
the ground. The rear plate to be il- 
luminated at night. Plates shall be kept 
free from oil, grease, dirt, or other sub- 
stance likely to impair their legibility. 

In the event of the loss of one or 
both registration plates, or should a 
plate or plates be so defaced that the 
number thereon is illegible, it shall be 
the duty of the owner to apply to the 
State Highway Department for new 
plates within forty-eight (4S) hours of 
his discovery of the loss or defacement 
of such plate or plates, thereby avoid- 
ing arrest. Old plate or plates to be re- 
turned to the State Highway Depart- 
ment, Harrisburg, Pa. Fee for new 
plates $1.00, except in case of motor- 
cycles or motor-bicycles, where new 
plate fee is $.50. 

Dealers' plates are to be used only 
upon vehicles owned by a dealer and 
operated by such dealer or his em- 
plovees for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing said vehicle to a prospective cus- 
tomer, testing or removing same from 
storage place, shipping point, or place 
of delivery, before or after sale. 

Always have with yon your authority 
to operate motor vehicle, such as Own- 
er's Driver's License. Licensed Opera- 
tor's License, Paid Driver's License, 
Special Operator's License or Learn- 
er's Permit, whichever the ease may be. 
Registration certificate should be car- 
ried in motor vehicle. 

Notify State Highway Department 
within one (11 week after change of 
residence. 

License will be refused applicants 
who are known or proven to be reck- 
less or careless operators ot habitual 
violators of the Motor Laws. 

Registration of any motor vehicle or 
license of any driver may be suspended 
or revoked after a hearing if the evi- 
dence warrants same. 

Advise the State Highway Depart- 
ment immediately upon theft of motor 
vehicle. Nofifv same Department upon 
recoverv of said vehicle. 



The State Highway Department has 
installed a section to assist in recovery 
of stolen vehicles, which is co-operat- 
ing with other States and with local 
police authorities. 

Motor vehicle shall bo provided with 
adequate brakes, horn, bell, or other 
signal device, and, where such vehicle 
is so constructed or covered as to pre- 
vent, the operator thereof from having 
a sufficient view of the traffic, following, 
the automobile as well as heavy trucks 
or commercial vehicles, and all other 
(dosed cars, i. c., sedans, limousines, 
coupes, etc., are required to attach mir- 
ror or other devices to enable operator 
to see the road to the roar. 

Do not sound horn, bell, or signal 
device unnecessarily, but give reason- 
able warning of your approach to safe- 
guard others. 

Do not operate motor vehicle when 
under the influence of intoxicating 
liquor, any narcotic or habit producing 
drugs, or permit other persons to oper- 
ate your motor vehicle in a like condi- 
tion. It may moan heavy fine or re- 
vocation of license, or both. 

Do not fail to render assistance after 
injuring person or property and, upon 
request, give your name and address. 
Failure to do this may cause your regis- 
tration to be revoked. 

Do not use muffler cut-out in any 
city, borough or incorporated town. 

Do not use chains or other devices 
projecting more than one (1) inch on 
tires. 

Upon the transfer of ownership, or 
the destruction of any motor vehicle, 
the registration shall expire. If motor 
vehicle is sold the original owner shall 
remove registration plates and notify 
the Stale Highway Department within 
forty-eight (48) hours, giving name and 
address of purchaser. 

Ppon transfer of ownership, the own- 
er may upon application register an- 
other motor vehicle upon payment of 
transfer fee of $1.00. Provided, how- 
ever. That such motor vehicle is of 
equal or less horse power or classifica- 
tion than that previously registered, or 
upon payment of a fee of one ($1) 
dollar and the difference between the 
fee originallv paid and that due, if

PENNSYLVANIA MOTOR LAWS. 



(Continued from Page 3.) 



motor vehicle be properly registered in 
a higher class. 

Do not remove, obliterate, or alter 
manufacturer's number, or engine num- 
ber on motor vehicles. 

Do not operate your motor vehicle 
as a common carrier (jitney) without 
approval ami certificate of the Public 
Service Commission. 

It is declared a felony to wilfully 
and maliciously burn, or v cause to be 
burned, or to set fire to, to attempt to 
set fire to, any motor vehicle. Maximum 
penalty, fine of $1,000 and imprison- 
ment of five (5) years. (Pennsylvania 
Laws 288, 1019.) 

It is a felony to take or steal a motor 
vehicle, or to receive or purchase a 
stolen motor vehicle. Maximum penalty 
$5,000, and imprisonment of ten (10) 
years. (Pennsylvania Laws 75, 1919.) 

It is a misdemeanor to drive over any 
public bridge with a motor-driven ve- 
hicle with a gross weight of four (4) 
tons, faster than six (6) miles per hour. 
All information for offenses under 
the Motor Vehicle Law shall be brought 
under the act, 283 Pennsylvania Laws, 
1919, and not under any local ordinance, 
rule or regulation, and shall be made 
before a mayor, burgess, magistrate, 
alderman, or justice of the peace. 

Motor vehicle may be given by own- 
er as bail for a hearing or appearance 
at court. 

Speed:. 

Do not operate a motor vehicle reck- 
lessly or at a rate of speed greater 
than is reasonable and proper. Speed 
limit 30 miles an hour except where 
signs are displayed limiting speed to 15 
miles an hour. 

Do not take part in any race or 
speed contest. 

The rate of speed of any motor ve- 
hicle when timed shall be made on a 
measured stretch of highway not less 
than one-eighth (1-8) of a mile in 
length and shall bo taken by not less 
than two persons. 

No conviction shall be made upon the 
unsupported evidence of one person. 

Bules of the Road. 

Do not pass street car taking on or 
discharging passengers. 

When meeting or overtaken by an- 
other vehicle legally traveling at a 
greater speed, turn to the right of the 
center of the highway, allowing other 
vehicle free passage to the left. 

When overtaking another vehicle 
pass same to the left; do not attempt 
to pass at an intersection, sharp turn, 
curve or on approaching crest of a hill. 
Be sure you have an unobstructed view 
of two hundred (200) feet ahead and 
thus avoid accident. 

All motor vehicles, especially heavy 
trucks, should, as far as possible, keep 
to the right-hand side of highway to 
allow for safety and passage of faster 
moving vehicles, and vehicles coming in 
opposite direction. 

Keep to the right of the intersection 
of the centers of highways, and pass 
to the right of such intersection before 
turning to the left. 

When two vehicles approach the in- 
tersection of two public, highways at 
the same time the vehicle approaching 
from the right has the right of way. 

When signalled to do so by the rider 
or driver of any horse or other animal, 
stop until danger has been avoided. 

Stop upon signal or request of any 
constable, police officer, member of the 
State police force, or any officer of 
the State Highway Department, who 
shall he in uniform or shall exhibit 
his badge or other sign of authority. 
Tf requested, show officer your regis- 
tration certificate or license and write 
your name in the presence of such of- 
ficer to establish your identity. 

No city, borough, or incorporated 
town, township, or county, shall adopt, 
maintain, or enforce any rule, regula- 
tion, or ordinance, regulating the speed, 
equipment, use or operation of motor 



vehicles, other than city or borough or- 
dinances regulating the stopping and 
parking of vehicles, the use of certain 
streets as one way streets or regulating 
the kind and weight of traffic on cer- 
tain streets and public parks, and es- 
tablishing safety zones; no such special 
regulations effective unless notice of 
same is conspicuously posted. 

Used Motor Vehicle. 

Upon a sale or a transfer of owner- 
ship of a used motor vehicle the vendor 
or seller shall furnish to the vendee or 
purchaser an affidavit and statement in 
duplicate giving a full description of 
the used motor vehicle, using Depart- 
ment form N-175, "Affidavit by Vendor 
of Sale, etc., of Used Motor Vehicle." 
The vendee, or purchaser, shall make 
affidavit and statement in duplicate 
giving full description of the used 
motor vehicle, on Department form 
N-159, "Affidavit by Vendee Purchaser 
of Used Motor V chicle, " one copy of 
which shall be filed with the State 
Highway Department together with 
vendor's affidavit, form N-175, and fee 
of $2.50. If, upon acquisition of nsed 
motor vehicle, registration or transfer 
of registration is desired, execute proper 
form, forward to State Highway De- 
partment with proper fee. together with 
Vendee Affidavit, N-159 ($2.50), and 
Vendor Affidavit, N-175 (no fee), at 
which time registration tags will be 
issued. The remaining copy of form 
N-159, "Vendee's Affidavit," to be 
filed with the police department in mu- 
nicipality where vehicle was acquired 
or, if no police department, with the 
Clerk of the Court of Quarter Sessions. 
The remaining copy of form N-175, 
"Vendor's Affidavit," is to be retained 
by the vendee for his information. 

Do not purchase used or second-hand 
vehicles unless vendor furnishes you 
with affidavit and statement in dupli- 
cate, Department form N-175. You may 
be purchasing a stolen car. 

Proprietors of public garages, open 
air garages and repair shops, must keep 
record of cars left for storage ot re- 
pairs. 

Lights. 

Every motor vehicle on the public 
highways shall, from one hour after 
sunset until one hour before sunrise, or 
whenever it is impossible to see clearly 
for a distance of two hundred (200) 
feet, show at least two lights of approx- 
imately equal power on the front of 
such vehicle. 

Motor-cycle without side car attach- 
ment may display but one light on the 
front. 

No brilliant light shall be displayed 
on any motor vehicle standing on the 
left side of the highway. 

Do not display red light on the front 
of any motor vehicle. 

Every motor vehicle, including 
motor-cycles, whether standing or in 
motion, shall display one red light on 
the rear, and if a trailer be attached 
to such motor vehicle, or another ve- 
hicle is being towed so as to obscure 
such red light, then a red light shall 
be displayed on the rear of such vehicle 
or such trailer. 

Registration plate on the rear of 
every motor vehicle, motor-cycle and 
trailer shall he clearly illuminated dur- 
ing the same period as stated above. 

All motor vehicles equipped with and 
using electric headlights of more than 
four (4) candle-power, not equipped 
with a permanent, deflecting or diffusing 
device, shall be provided and equipped 
with some practical and efficient de- 
vice or devices whereby the forward 
licrhts of such vehicle may be dimmed 
or lessened at the will of the operator 
to such an extent that such light or 
reflection therefrom through said for- 
ward lights will not interfere with the 
sicht of, nor temporarily blind the 
vision of the driver of an approaching 
vehicle, and it shall be the duty o' 
every operator of such motor vehicle 
equipped with and using electric lights 
upon the public highways of this State 
to effectually apply such dimmer to the 
forward lights of the vehicle operated 
by him or her, and cause such lights to

be dimmed and lessened so as not to 
interfere with the sight or temporarily 
blind the vision of the operator of any 
approaching vehicle. 

The front lights of all motor vehicles 
when in motion shall clearly illuminate 
the road for a distance of at least two 
hundred (200) feet in front of such 
vehicle and for five (5) feet to the 
right of such vehicle at a point twenty 
(20) feet in front of the lamps. 

No lights of more than thirty-two 
(32) candle power shall be used on any 
motor vehicle, and all lights in excess 
of four (4) candle power equipped with 
reflectors shall be arranged, designed, 
diffused, or deflected, that no dazzling 
rays or light shall, at a point seventy- 
five (75) feet or more ahead of the 
lamps, rise more than foTty-two (42) 
inches nbove the level surface on which 
the vehicle stands. 

All additional or supplemental lights, 
including movable spotlights or search 
lights, shall comply with above restric- 
tions, and the rays of light from any 
such search light or spotlight shall at 
no time extend to the left of the center 
of the highway. 

The State Highway Department has 
made laboratory tests of devices that 
shall control the front lights on motor 
vehicles and has issued approval on a 
certain number of same. Copy of ap- 
proved headlight devices may be had 
npon application to above department. 

Do not turn off lights to avoid identi- 
fication or arrest.
